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SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen spent most of 
Monday night's meeting 
reviewing the warrant arti- 
cles that will likely face vot- 
ers at Town Meeting next 
year. At this point there are 
a total of 19 selectmen- 
sponsored articles being 
considered. 

The articles must be 
finalized by Jan. 8. 

Selectmen office assis- 
tant Paula Gulla compiles 
the articles and makes sure 
each is written in an accept- 
able way for the town's 
counsel and the state 
Department of Revenue 



Administration. On Mon- 
day she presented the arti- 
cles and explained some of 
the wording changes sug- 
gested by those two entities. 

The operating budget 
will be presented on the 
warrant and was the first 
article to be reviewed Mon- 
day 

Next on the list is an 
article to seek at least anoth- 
er installment of $176,000 
for the capital reserve fund 
for the construction of a 
new pohce station. Pohce 
Chief Joe Gordon told the 
board Monday that he was 
waiting for two more bids 
for the job. While the town's 
leaders planned on having 
enough funding for the 



project by 2014, with infla- 
tion that timeline will likely 
have to be extended if addi- 
tional funding is not 
requested. To that end Gor- 
don suggested asking for 
$200,000 this year to offset 
some of that additional cost. 

Another pohce related 
article under consideration 
is an amendment to the 
1987 Town Meeting ap- 
proved ordinance that gov- 
erns house numbering. 
Since the failure of a new E- 
911 system at last Town 
Meeting, the town has been 
working off a 1980s rule, 
but will seek to make it 
more clear. The amendment 
would be more specific

Hampstead Adds Half- 
Assistant Principal to

HAMPSTEAD - An over- 
capacity crowd fiUed the 
Selectmen's meeting room 
in Town Hall and flowed 
out into the hallway as the 
School Board met to address 
personnel budget issues. 

Hampstead Fire Chief 
Michael Carrier, who was 
called to the scene by a par- 
ent because of the number 
of people at the Tuesday 
evening, Dec. 11 meeting, 
stayed to ensure safety 
while the crowd attended 
the meeting. 

The School Board was 
prepared to hold a pubhc 
hearing and then, if the 
numbers warranted, move 
to Hampstead Middle 
School, where more room 
was available. However, 
Carrier determined that the 
room, if it were over capaci- 
ty, was close to the allowed 
number, and he stayed at 
the meeting in the role of 
Evacuation Manager in case 
anything should occur. 



The board took on the 
portion of the budget it did 
not have time to discuss the 
previous week - personnel 
issues - and made a sub- 
stantial change by adding in 
a half-time assistant princi- 
pal position for the Middle 
School. 

Board member Jaye 
Dimando raised several 
issues regarding staffing, 
among them a proposal to 
staff the Hampstead Central 
School Assistant Principal 
position as part time. The 
board voted this past sum- 
mer not to fill this position 
when Central Assistant 
Principal Jennifer Scarpati 
resigned, and this has been 
a controversial issue in the 
community ever since. The 
solution to the loss of the 
position was to have Hamp- 
stead Middle School Assis- 
tant Principal Owen Har- 
rington split his time 
between the two schools. 

Dimando said the posi- 
tion is already in the budget 
as full time for this year but 
she recommended postpon-

ing the appointment of a 
Media Specialist, saying 
that salary cost savings 
would cover the part-time 
assistant principal position 
for the next budget year. 
She added that she was pro- 
posing the part-time posi- 
tion with no benefits 
attached. 

The board discussed 
whether there would be a 
pool of retired administra- 
tors who might be interest- 
ed in the part-time position. 
Board member Greg Hoppa 
asked if the position in a 
half-time model would 
cover the gap created by 
eliminating the job, and 
was told there is a success- 
ful model of this type at 
Timberlane. 

Central School Principal 
Dillard Collins said when 
Scarpati was thinking of 
looking for a principal's job, 
a part-time replacement 
was something he and she 
discussed, and Collins said 
he would be comfortable 
with it.

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Hampstead Schools Have Safe Measures in Place

HAMPSTEAD - The 
schools in Hampstead are 
safe - as safe as well thought 
out crisis and emergency 
plans and security measures 
can make them. 

"Given what we have in 
Hampstead, I beheve our 
schools are the safest place 
kids can be," Assistant 
Superintendent Winfried 
Feneberg said. "I think 
Superintendent (Earl) Metz- 
ler and myself and school 
administrators feel our chil- 
dren are in a safe place. We 
have safety protocols in 
place and we plan to take 
this opportunity to thor- 
oughly review all our 
options for improving safety 
measures and protocols in 
our schools and any proce- 
dures or building issues that 
might be improved in the 
future." 

He said that it is impor- 
tant to recognize that 
regardless of how well pre- 
pared schools are or how 
many procedures and safety 
and security measures are in 
place, events such as the 
shooting deaths of 20 stu- 
dents and six adults at a 
Newtown, Conn., elemen- 



tary school can happen any- 
where at any time. 

School officials said the 
doors are unlocked before 
students arrive at both the 
Hampstead Middle and 
Central schools but there- 
after, entry requires hitting a 
button to be buzzed in after 
being recognized. All Hamp- 
stead Middle School doors 
are kept locked. As the Cen- 
tral School trailers do not 
have bathrooms, students 
use bathrooms in the main 
building. 

The schools have put 
extensive security measures 
in place and staff have spent 
a great deal of time and 
effort to put crisis emer- 
gency plans such as lock- 
down and evacuation plans 
in effect. Both schools en- 
gage in regular drills to 
ensure readiness. 

The Hampstead schools 
have been praised by state 
officials for their crisis team 
readiness plans, and those 
plans are used as models 
throughout the state. Every 
Hampstead School District 
teacher has a crisis back- 
pack that he or she can 
carry along whenever leav- 
ing the classroom. 

At Central School the 
front doors are unlocked 



until students and buses are 
scheduled to arrive, after 
which people must be 
buzzed in, viewed over 
closed TV, and report to the 
office up one flight to sign 
in. Those buzzing the office 
are visible on a screen via 
security cameras. 

At the Middle School 
people enter the front door 
and go to the window into 
the main office, where they 
sign in and then, after being 
identified, they are buzzed 
in. The back door at the 
Middle School is locked but 
when classes move from the 
trailer to the main building 
or visa versa, the teachers 
can activate the lock. 

Hampstead Middle 
School principal Patti 
Grassbaugh said, "The 
Newtown school shootings 
were a tragic event and cer- 
tainly has everyone think- 
ing about their own school 
and security. What can we 
do to make our school 
safer? We are fortunate to 
have worked with Gregg 
Champlin, school emer- 
gency planning specialist 
for the state division of 
Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management 
and a national EEMA (Fed- 
eral Emergency Manage-

ment Agency) instructor on 
school safety. Having Gregg 
conduct reviews of our 
plans and monitor our drills 
with Hampstead Pohce and 
Fire has been a real asset. 

"We not only have plans 
in place for all kinds of 
emergencies, we practice 
drills and different scenar- 
ios related to these drills 
every month," Grassbaugh 
added. "Our crisis team 
meets after our drills to 
review what needs to be 
done to improve on safety 
and better response." 

The Middle School staff, 
teachers, administrators and 
the crisis team met Monday 
to be prepared to answer 
student concerns and "let 
our students know we are 
here for them," Grassbaugh 



said. "Our staff is already 
getting resources for parents 
to talk with their children 
about Newtown." Those 
resources are on the school 
website at wwwhamp- 
stead.kl2.nh.us. 

At Hampstead Central 
School, Principal Dillard 
Collins said, "We have 
sophisticated and sensitive 
recording camera systems at 
the front lobby covering 
multiple points in that area. 
We have emergency plans in 
place for lockdown and 
evacuation, and the teach- 
ers, staff and administration 
are well trained. We have an 
excellent working relation- 
ship with Hampstead Pohce 
and Fire Departments. 

"I am confident our 
teachers would be prepared 



to act in any emergency, as 
did the Newtown school- 
teachers," he said. 

Like Grassbaugh, Col- 
hns started the day Monday 
with meetings and reviews 
of plans. 

"We are in a good place 
in Hampstead but we are 
making sure that all our 
bases are covered and that 
we have taken every possi- 
ble precaution and are as 
prepared as we possibly can 
be," Collins said. 

School Board Chairwo- 
man Judy Graham added, 
"Hampstead is fortunate to 
have a dedicated Crisis 
Team. They are safety-ori- 
ented, organized, practiced, 
and always looking for ways 
to improve their plan." 



Pinkerton Reviews Emergency Plan

In the wake of Friday's 
shooting deaths of 20 ele- 
mentary school students 
and six adults at a New- 
town, Conn., school. Chip 
Underbill, executive direc- 
tor of pubhc relations for 
Pinkerton Academy in 
Derry, where Hampstead 
and Chester high school 
students are tuitioned, 
wrote in an email, "Safety is 
the first priority of Pinker- 
ton Academy Pinkerton has 
a comprehensive emergency 
management/crisis plan that 
takes into account the size 
of the school, a multi-build- 
ing environment, adminis- 
tration distributed through- 



out campus, and a range of 
potential events which 
would require activation of 
the plan." 

According to Underbill, 
the emergency manage- 
ment/crisis plan at Pinker- 
ton covers lockdown, evac- 
uation, natural disaster and 
other circumstances. It 
addresses communication 
to people on and off campus 
with specific, assigned 
duties in the event the plan 
is activated. These duties 
include securing of build- 
ings and classrooms. 

The plan was developed 
in collaboration with local 
safety officials. Underbill 
wrote, and is reviewed 
annually. It is currently 
being reviewed again now. 



following the tragedy in 
Connecticut, he wrote, 
adding, "Administrators are 
meeting today to discuss the 
plan and circumstances 
when the plan is activated." 

Underbill said that 
attendance is recorded elec- 
tronically by teachers. Late 
students swipe their ID 
cards at their respective 
attendance office. Teachers 
have keys to their class- 
rooms, and otherwise keys 
are "selectively assigned." 

Underbill concluded, 
"With any process of con- 
tinual review, such as with 
the emergency manage- 
ment/crisis plan, revisions 
are expected; Pinkerton will 
make changes as appropri- 
ate."

Sandown Contracts with Granite 
State to Upgrade Phones

SANDOWN - The board 
of selectmen has decided to 
contract with Granite State 
Communications for phone 
and internet service, a deci- 
sion long in the making, as its 
previous contract for phone 
service ran out months ago. 

In that time the board has 
been seeking alternatives to 
an old phone system. They 
sought quotes from Granite 
State on both a re-up of the 
current set up and a modern 
version, as well as a quote and 
plan from broker White 
Columns Office Solutions. 

To help them understand 
the sometimes complicated 
language of both firms' pro- 
posals, the board asked resi- 
dent expert Roger Barczak to 
help. At a meeting earlier this 
year Barczak explained that 
both proposals sought to 
upgrade the town's current 



1950s era technology Barczak 
argued that the still function- 
al equipment was not provid- 
ing necessary function for the 
modern business environ- 
ment. He went on to break 
out the proposals and their 
relative costs. 

Granite State Communi- 
cations proposed a hosted IP 
(internet provider) service 
with its newly installed fiber 
optic network, and White 
Columns proposed a hy- 
bridized system of new digital 
technology together with the 
use of the town's current ana- 
log phones. 

Granite State's proposal 
allowed for internet service 
over their fiber optic network. 

Selectmen office manager 
Lynne Blaisdell raised the 
issue Monday and reviewed 
the two companies' cost pro- 
posals. 

Though some final iron- 
ing out will need to be made, 
the town's choice costs 



approximately $950 per 
month, a reduction in current 
expenditures. 

With the new program 
the town will also save money 
about $150 per month, by 
canceling its use of Comcast 
for internet service. 

White Columns' proposal 
totaled an estimated $1,150 a 
month and didn't come with 
the additional internet sav- 
ings. 

Selectman Brenda Copp 
motioned to pick Granite 
State and its new proposal. 
She said that forcing her deci- 
sion was the fact that there 
wasn't a middle man between 
the town and its provider and 
that Granite State has been a 
good neighbor and responsive 
to its needs in the past. 

Selectmen Tom Tombarel- 
lo and Jim Devine, the others 
present, agreed with Copp's 
take on the situation and 
approved the motion unani- 
mously 



dents. The school's emer- 
gency response plan was re- 
written and approved by the 
state this past spring and it's 
a comprehensive plan, said 
Gaylord, and one that also 
involves appropriate mem- 
bers of the community at 
large. 

There are, however, 
some changes to the school 
in the works, planned for 
before the Connecticut 
shooting that left 20 stu- 
dents and six adults dead. 
Currently visitors to the 
school are seen through the 
foyer's window and are 
buzzed into the school 
itself, then trusted to sign in 
at the office. Plans over 
Christmas break, however, 
are to punch through the 
cinder block wall separating 
the foyer and the office to 
install a door. Then all visi- 
tors will be required to enter 
the office to gain access to 
the school. Teachers and 
staff will still be able to use 



the main doors. 

All other doors at the 
school stay locked through- 
out the day 

Gaylord said many peo- 
ple beheve school is the 
safest place for kids, and 
he said Chester Academy, 
the town's public school 
for grades Kindergarten 
through 8, has that as its 
forefront of concern. He 
noted that the Connecticut 
shootings were a random 
event. 

The school board is also 
concerned and will be 
reviewing pohcies and pro- 
cedures and the realities of 
the school day to make sure 
everything is as safe as pos- 
sible (see letter page 5). 

School Board chair 
Royal Richardson said the 
board would work with 
Gaylord to make sure the 
right infrastructure and 
polices are in place. 

"We want to let people 
know that we're very con- 



cerned but we're pretty sure 
that we're doing the best 
we can," said Richardson. 
"We're very concerned with 
the safety of the children 
and the staff. We're not of 
the opinion that it can't hap- 
pen here." 

Advice may also be 
sought from residents and 
professionals, said Richard- 
son. 

Gaylord said he will be 
working with the board but 
did not foresee any major 
changes to operations at the 
school. 

"I think we're up and 
running," said Gaylord on 
Monday morning. "We're 
trying to return to a sense of 
normality and to give the 
kids as good a day as possi- 
ble. 

Gaylord noted that at- 
tendance seemed to be nor- 
mal, a sign to him that par- 
ents trust their kids at

Peace on Earth... 



In other years, this edition of our 
newspaper, which comes out right 
before Christmas, is Ught-hearted and 
full of good wishes. 

While, as always, we wish our 
readers the best at the holiday season, 
the shooting deaths of young children 
and their teachers at a Connecticut 
small town elementary school last Fri- 
day cast a pall of monumental propor- 
tions over the season. 

We send our children to school 
with the belief they will be safe and 
cared for during the hours they are 
away We can't imagine the horror and 
paralyzing fear that would strike every 
parent who hears the news of a mass 
shooting at the school their child is 
attending. 

While schools throughout the 
country will review their safety proce- 
dures, none can be fail safe. Reports 
from Newtown, Conn., a town much 
like ours, say the shooter was not 
buzzed into the school, did not walk 
inside freely, but forced his way in. 
Despite anyone's best efforts, someone 
bent on killing and who cares Utde for 
his or her own life will do whatever is 
necessary to perpetrate the deed. 

And let's stop falling back on the 
slogan "Guns don't kill people, people 
kill people." Unless you like the idea 
of your neighbors running around 



with assault rifles at the ready or you 
want to live in an armory, we should 
all be wilUng to sit down and discuss 
rationally what the Second Amend- 
ment allows - and what common 
sense requires. 

It was bad enough that a gunman 
entered a shopping mall near Port- 
land, Oregon and killed two people in 
the midst of the pre-Christmas 
crowds; to hear a few days later that 
20 children and six adults were killed 
in an elementary school in Connecti- 
cut - devastation from one coast to 
the other -is hard to comprehend. 

We are reminded even more so 
now to cherish those we hold dear, 
not to take for granted our loved ones 
and our neighbors, and to celebrate 
the true spirit of the holidays. That 
spirit is not about gifts and material 
goods and feverish bouts of shopping, 
but centers on love and appreciation 
of those close to us. 

Why people kill is a question that 
likely never will have an answer. We 
can't turn our lives into bastions of 
fear - we learned that after Sept. 11. 
We can, however, try to learn from the 
spirit of the Christmas season, keep 
the Newtown, Conn., bereaved in our 
hearts and work sincerely toward 
"peace on earth, good will toward 
men."

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Budget Committee Seeks Ways to Explain Bottom Line

SANDOWN - With an 
estimated 4 percent increase 
to the gross expenses of the 
town this coming year, the 
budget committee noted 
concern at their latest meet- 
ing that the number would 
prompt voters to turn down 
the budget, despite revenue 
projections making much of 
that increase a wash. 

At their Dec. 12 meet- 



ing, the committee dis- 
cussed ways to get the more 
detailed information on the 
numbers out to the voting 
pubhc. 

Committee chair Bruce 
Cleveland said it was most 
important, at the end of the 
day, to look at the difference 
between one year's net 
expenses and the next. He 
wondered out loud how to 
make sure voters under- 
stood that though the gross 
expenses were up in the 



budget, they were made up 
for by increased revenues. 

For example, the sum- 
mer recreation budget 
shows an 18.52 percent 
increase in gross expenses 
but a 10.16 percent decrease 
in net expenses. The build- 
ing inspector and code 
enforcement budgets tell a 
similar tale, as previously 
reported in the Tri-Town 
Times. 

Committee member Jon 
Goldman asked whether the 



net and revenue informa- 
tion might be included in 
the packet of information 
made available at the delib- 
erative session, an idea that 
gained the most traction 
during the discussion. 

Committee member Ca- 
thy Gorman, noting a low 
voter turnout at delibera- 
tive, suggested handing out 
information to voters on the 
day the polls were open. 
Gorman expressed concern 
that voters would see the 



operating budget was high- 
er than the default and sim- 
ply vote it down. 

Selectman and budget 
liaison Brenda Copp has 
been raising her concern 
with the increased gross 
expenditure throughout the 
final days of budget season 
and suggested that the 
information also be given 
out during the pubhc hear- 
ing on the budget. Copp 
said people might not read 
the information on the day 



of the vote. 

"It's a tough situation," 
said Copp. 

There was also discus- 
sion about putting the 
information directly on the 
ballot, but such a move may 
be prohibited by state law. 

"It's not a 4 percent 
increase when you look at 
the revenue," said Copp. 

Cleveland said word of 
mouth would also be an 
important driver of the 
information. 



Sandown Recreation Budget Passes Committee

SANDOWN - The bud- 
get committee unanimously 
approved the recreation 
department's budgets with 
no changes, although some 
numbers were questioned. 

The summer recreation 
and special programs bud- 
get sees an 18.52 percent 
increase over the current 
year's numbers but a net 
decrease in cost of 10.16 
percent because of in- 
creased revenue forecasts 
for the summer program. 

The summer program is 
a revenue-based program 
that has families paying the 
town for their kids' summer 
activity to offset its cost to 
the taxpayers. Though there 
is some concern that the 
budget, along with other 
department budgets, may 
make voters balk at the 



increase to gross spending, 
the budget committee and 
selectmen are looking to get 
the word out that the matter 
is more complicated than a 
simple look at gross expens- 
es would indicate (See relat- 
ed story on this page). 

There are three budgets 
under recreation's purview, 
a general parks and recre- 
ation budget, a buildings 
and grounds budget and the 
summer program budget. 
All were reviewed at the 
Dec. 12 meeting. 

The summer program 
budget saw the most discus- 
sion. 

Recreation director Deb 
Brown noted that for the 
past several years, but espe- 
cially in the last year, the 
program has seen a signifi- 
cant increase in participa- 
tion. Not only are there 
more kids attending, but 
they're staying for more 



hours and days, she said. 

Over the past three sum- 
mers attendance has in- 
creased by 70 percent, 
according to Brown. 

To handle the increased 
participation and to stream- 
line operations, the recre- 
ation department plans on 
making some adjustments 
in the coming summer. This 
will include the implemen- 
tation of an 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
program, said Brown. While 
in the past the department 
has offered various hours 
for attendance, including 
early and late hours, noting 
that most of the kids were 
staying for both early and 
late hours. Brown has 
decided to extend the pro- 
gram. It will be one rate for 
all, instead of a variety of 
rates. 

That's been a long time 
coming, said former recre- 
ation department member 



and current budget commit- 
tee member Dawn Nico- 
laisen. 

And while in the past 
the program has had spe- 
cialized schedules for camp 
counselors, because of the 
change they will need to 
keep counselors on for the 
full day, forcing a higher 
expenditure in the payroll 
line. That higher expendi- 
ture is offset by revenue. 

This year the department 
forecasted $37,885 in rev- 
enue, but received $48,606, 
a 128 percent increase in 
what was expected. That 
sum will be used going into 
next year's forecast. 

One additional part-time 
position win be added, but 
otherwise the number of 
employees stays the same. 

Budget committee mem- 
ber Jon Goldman noted that 
in his time on the commit- 
tee he realized that the 



recreation department's 
budgets were some of the 
most comphcated. 

"It's a fantastic summer 
program and it costs less 
than $1,000 a week. The 
reahty is that it doesn't cost 
a lot and keeps a lot of kids 
occupied during the sum- 
mer," said Goldman. 

The summer and special 
programs budget was ap- 
proved at a gross expense of 
$61,449.08 and a revenue of 
$48,606. Current year's gross 
expenses total $51,847.52. 

Some questions arose a 
bout the buildings and 
grounds budget, which 
shows a shght increase over 
current year spending. 
Additional spending is allo- 
cated for repair to the interi- 
or of the Edward Garvey 
Recreation Facihty includ- 
ing painting, according to 
recreation chair Ron Du- 
long. 



The facilities account 
was approved at a gross 
expense of $16,767 and a 
revenue of $3,495. Current 
year's expenditures total 
$15,432. 

The general recreation 
budget also saw questions, 
but committee members 
were satisfied with the 
answers they received. 

Some increase in that 
budget will come from addi- 
tional mowing of lawns, the 
purchase of playground 
equipment at well-used 
sites and because the 
department is looking at 
purchasing additional struc- 
tures to provide shade at 
their sites. 

The general recreation 
budget was approved at a 
gross expense of $85,477.41 
and revenue of $1. Current 
year's gross expenditures 
total $84,461.68.

Hampstead School Board Approves Pavilion Project

HAMPSTEAD - Follow- 
ing a public hearing, the 
Hampstead School Board 
approved the Parent Tea- 
cher Student Association's 
pavihon project, and voted 
to accept a donation for the 
$15,850 cost of the project 
in a unanimous vote. 

The conceptual plan was 
approved in August, and 
Angle Gorham presented the 
final plan to the board Tues- 
day, Dec. 11, and received its 
approval to move forward 
with construction of a 20- 
foot by 30-foot pavihon at 



Hampstead Middle School, 
next to the parking lot and 
the soccer field. The stu- 
dents have already raised 
some of the money and one 
town organization has told 
Gorham it will donate to the 
project. 

The students will be in 
charge of fund raising and 
obtaining additional funds 
and supphes to complete the 
project, Gorham told the 
board. 

She assured the board 
she had met with District 
Facihties Director Michael 
Hall and Town Building 
Inspector Kris Fmerson and 
school administrators re- 



garding the project, its loca- 
tion and construction. 
Gorham is hoping to be able 
to partner with Pinkerton 
Academy Building Trade stu- 
dents for help with the proj- 
ect. 

In other business: 

• The School Board 
heard from Hampstead Mid- 
dle School eighth grade stu- 
dent Maria Soraghan, who 
was the winner of the 2012 
Constitution Fssay Contest 
sponsored by Newspapers in 
Education and the New 
Hampshire Supreme Court. 
The theme was "What I 
Would Tell America's Found- 
ing Fathers." 



Soraghan wrote about 
social networking and the 
protections of the Constitu- 
tion, and raised concerns 
about privacy An excerpt 
follows: 

"Employers are now say- 
ing they should have the 
right to look at potential 
employees' Facebook, Twit- 
ter, or Tumblr before hiring 
them. Schools agree, claim- 
ing that officials should have 
full access to the students' 
social accounts as weU. 
Although the U.S. Constitu- 
tion's Fourth Amendment 
guarantees the right of priva- 
cy, I beheve the work place 
and school system need sep- 



arate rules to ensure employ- 
ee freedom and student safe- 
ty... Although the Constitu- 
tion never refers to 'privacy' 
the Fourth Amendment 
states that people have the 
right to be '. . .secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and 
effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures.' In my 
opinion this should include 
intellectual property such as 
social networking sites. 

"Students do not have 
the same rights and protec- 
tions under the Constitution 
in school settings, nor 
should they It is the goal and 
legal responsibihty of teach- 
ers and administrators to 



provide a safe environment 
for everyone. Cyber bullying 
is so out of control that stu- 
dents are committing sui- 
cide. Recent laws insist that 
schools protect children 
from all forms of bullying. If 
this is suspected and there is 
probable cause then it is nec- 
essary to have administrative 
access to these sites. I 
strongly feel privacy should 
never come before the emo- 
tional and physical wellbe- 
ing of classmates. 

"I beheve students and 
adults need to be treated sep- 
arately because they are not 
guaranteed the same rights 
under the Constitution."

about size and placement of 
numbers for each dwelling. 
While Gordon argued for 
less specificity in some areas, 
as the goal was to simply 
ensure that emergency 
responders can find the 
house they're looking for, 
town counsel is looking for 
more specificity 

The original ordinance 
will stay intact if the amend- 
ment fails. 

Another article asks for 
the creation of a fire equip- 
ment and apparatus capital 



reserve fund with an appro- 
priation of $100,000. The 
money would go toward 
replacing some of the fire 
department's older equip- 
ment and vehicles. 

Another fire department 
article may seek to set up a 
fund whereby money gener- 
ated through the town's 
ambulance may be collected. 
That money currently goes to 
the general fund. 

Four articles are highway 
department related. One 
seeks funding for a new one- 
ton pick up, one asks for the 
acceptance of the annual 
state block grant, another 
asks to fund the next phase 



of the town's road improve- 
ment plan and a fourth asks 
to replenish, with surplus, 
the plowing expendable trust 
fund. 

A capital reserve fund to 
plan for the town's next 
revaluation is in the works as 
well. A number has not been 
finalized for the sum, but 
estimates are $8,000 to 
$lOflOO. 

An article seeks funding 
for a monitored fire detection 
system at town hall, but con- 
cern over its price tag had 
some selectmen questioning 
whether they had already 
turned down the idea. 

The Old Home Days 
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Committee is looking for 
$6,000 to help pay for the 
town's annual celebration. 

The sum of $5,000 may 
be sought to fund the Sad 
Cafe in Plaistow, with anoth- 
er $5,000 sought to help 
Family Promise of Greater 
Rockingham County with its 
efforts at setting up a family 
homeless program with local 
rehgious congregations. 

One article will ask if vot- 
ers want to see the tax impact 
of any article detailed on the 
warrant, per a new state law 
allowing for the practice. 

Another article seeks to 
replenish funds in a Town 
Disaster Management Ex- 



pendable Trust Fund that 
were used during the Hurri- 
cane Sandy response. 

As has been seen in past 
years, $25,500 will be sought 
to continue the town's mos- 
quito surveillance and con- 
trol program. 

One article seeks to fund 
improvements to the 
grounds at the library with 
the installation of a lawn and 
an irrigation system. 

Finally considered Mon- 
day was another library- 
related article, this one seek- 
ing $4,900 to make a down- 
stairs exit a walk-out egress 
to bring the area up to code. 

In other business Mon- 



day night: 

• The board unanimous- 
ly turned down a request 
from the Local Fnergy Com- 
mission for $3,300 from the 
current year's budget to fund 
energy saving improvements 
at the Sandown Train Depot 
Museum. While selectmen 
agreed that something needs 
to be done to stop the hem- 
orrhaging of energy at the 
site, they wanted a plan that 
specifies proposed improve- 
ments and costs. They sug- 
gested that the commission 
write a warrant article to ask 
the town for funding next 
year.

SANDOWN - Sandown 
North School opened up 
earher than usual Monday 
morning, Dec. 17, to dis- 
cuss an in-school and com- 
munity response to the trag- 
ic shootings that took place 
at a Newtown, Conn., ele- 
mentary school on Friday, 
killing 20 young children 
and six adults. 

Principal Jo-Ann Geor- 
gian said the school has had 
emergency plans in place 
since the building opened, 
and they've been regularly 
revised since then. She said 
that after Monday's meeting, 
there were a couple of minor 
tweaks the school commu- 
nity considered to be appro- 
priate but on the whole they 
were comfortable knowing 
that the children were as 
safe as possible. 

North School serves 
kindergarten through third 
grade for Sandown resi- 
dents. It is part of the Tim- 
berlane Regional School 
District. 

The school's emergency 
response and crisis teams 
met that morning along with 
police chief Joe Gordon. 
They were divided into sub- 
committees to tackle the 
needs of staff and students in 
the wake of the tragedy, what 
information should be sent 
out to parents and a review 
of lockdown procedures. 

Georgian had praise for 



Gordon, who attended on 
short notice early in the 
morning to help out where 
he could. The school's staff 
has also been great in deal- 
ing with the event, she said. 

The subcommittees dis- 
cussed their areas, then 
came back together for a 
group discussion. Then at 8 
a.m. the entire staff and 
teachers met to discuss the 
issues at hand. 

At the school's regular 
Monday Morning Meeting, 
held each week with the 
entire school, discussion 
took place with the stu- 
dents. This week the kids 
are working on showing 
kindness throughout the 
school's halls, and while the 
events in Connecticut were 
not reviewed in depth, they 
held a moment of silence 
and had all the kids send 
out caring thoughts to those 
affected. 

"It was used as a teaching 
moment," said Georgian. 

Georgian said that 
watching the events unfold 
on the news, she was reas- 
sured that her school had all 
of the correct safety proto- 
cols in place. She said the 
staff had similar views. 

And those emergency 
responses are regularly 
practiced to make sure if 
anything did happen at the 
school, everyone is pre- 
pared, said Georgian. 

All visitors to the school 
must first check in with the 
front office before being 



allowed entry 

The school community 
is going through the day 
like any other, but Georgian 
noted that it was important 
to remind the kids in little 
ways that they were safe and 
cared for. The kids take 
their lead from the adults at 
the school, so it was impor- 
tant for everyone to strike a 
balance between recogniz- 
ing the events and moving 
forward as any school day 
would, said Georgian. 

Teachers were given 
talking points to take back 
to their classrooms in case 



the kids had questions. 
Georgian noted that if the 
kids should ask about the 
shooting, it was important 
not to lie and say that such 
a thing could never happen 
in Sandown, but instead to 
focus on members of the 
community like Gordon 
and fire chief Bill Tapley 
who are always watching 
out for them. The school 
also strove to make sure the 
kids had opportunity to talk 
about the things troubling 
them if they needed to. 

"We want them to know 
that they are as safe as we 



can make them and there 
are people who care about 
them," said the principal. 

But Monday seemed hke 
any other day, said Geor- 
gian, adding that the kids 
were doing well. 

The tragedy hit home to 
many at Sandown North 
because of the similarities 
with Sandy Hook Elemen- 
tary School, from its rural 
location and student popu- 
lation to the fact that New- 
town's high school was also 
named a Blue Ribbon 
School, one of the best 
schools in the country, by 



the U.S. Department of Ed- 
ucation. 

A meeting was sched- 
uled by the school, together 
with Gordon, at 6:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, Dec. 19, for par- 
ents and community mem- 
bers to air their thoughts on 
the tragedy and their 
school's response. 

Officials at Central 
School did not return a call 
for comment but were visit- 
ed and aided by Sandown 
PoHce Sgt. Aurie Roy Mon- 
day morning. Sandown 
Central School houses 
grades 4 and 5.

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Hampstead Selectmen Question Road Agent Budget

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen had a 
busy agenda Monday night 
as they reviewed budget 
changes, encumbered funds, 
considered warrant articles 
and opened the second 
round of bids for the Con- 
servation Commission sur- 
vey of the recently pur- 
chased Emmert land. 

A bottom hne figure has 
not been finalized but the 
budget appears to be 
increasing roughly 2 per- 
cent. The Cemetery Budget 
will include funding for a 
new truck and a new 
mower. 

Julia Eorbes of the Ord- 
way Park Committee asked 
the board to return the 
$1,450 it cut from that 
budget line, saying donated 
services, equipment and 
money were down for Ord- 
way Park and the lowered 
budget would make mainte- 
nance difficult. The board 
agreed to replace $1,000 in 
the Ordway Park budget 
line and Eorbes said that 
would be satisfactory. 

Road Agent Jon Wor- 
then presented the board 
with figures for completely 
redoing West Road end to 
end and suggested it as a 
warrant article. The Budget 
Committee and the board 



didn't see it that way. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist and Selectman 
Rick Hartung were opposed 
to doing a complete 
makeover of West Road, 
fearing it would lead to peo- 
ple driving too fast and 
increasing the number of 
accidents on the road. Bud- 
get Committee member 
Proctor Wentworth, former 
road agent, said a complete 
redo of the road was 
overkill and he recommend- 
ed doing what he did a 
decade ago - repairing the 
road. None saw this as a 
warrant article. 

Budget Committee 
member Matt Murphy 
asked what the $300,000 in 
the paving and reconstruc- 
tion line was for if Worthen 
was asking for roughly 
$400,000 more to do West 
Road. Worthen said other 
roads need to be addressed 
but after questioning, he 
said he hadn't determined 
which roads should be done 
and hadn't put a figure to 
the work they needed. 

The board and budget 
committee requested Wor- 
then inventory the town 
roads that need repair, get a 
figure for each, prioritize 
the list and bring it back to 
the board. At that point they 
will decide whether to add 
additional money to that 
hne for work on roads other 
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than West Road. 

Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin asked the board to 
allow him to pay for a new 
cruiser with the $13,614 in 
his budget, taking the bal- 
ance of the cost from the 
Pohce Detail Eund, and the 
board approved. 

Library Trustee Emily 
Reschberger said the Lib- 
rary is putting in a warrant 
article for $10,000 to be 
added to its Building Main- 
tenance and Improvement 
Capital Reserve Eund. The 
fund covered the roof re- 
placement this fall and the 
next project will be replac- 
ing the more than 25-year- 
old boilers. 

Eire Chief Michael Carri- 
er came in with a warrant 
article for Jaws of Life equip- 
ment. He said the cost would 
be $28,500 and he recom- 
mended the board approve a 
warrant article taking that 
amount out of the Eire De- 
partment's Equipment Capi- 
tal Reserve Eund. 

Wentworth said he 
would prefer to see this cost 
in the budget but after some 
discussion, the board ap- 
proved Carrier's request. 

Carrier said considera- 
tion needs to be given to 
starting to replenish the 
Capital Reserve Eund be- 



cause the fire engine is 20 
years old and will soon have 
to be replaced, and the 
replacement plan he has in 
place will have major stick- 
er shock if that fund isn't 
replenished to help offset 
replacement costs. 

The Recreation Com- 
mission budget took a hit 
when the board approved 
Budget Committee member 
Matt Murphy's suggestion 
to strip out $3,250 from the 
Athletic Eields line and 
replace it with $1. The rea- 
soning was that nothing had 
been expended from that 
line over the course of the 
last couple of years but it 
was always refunded. 

There was a lengthy dis- 
cussion regarding the free 
trailer donated to the Kent 
Earm Transfer Station as a 
place for workers to get out 
of the elements. Pat Brack- 
en, chairman of Recycling 
and Sohd Waste, said one 
budget item was the cost of 
an electrical hook-up for 
the trailer and building a 
protective canopy over it. 

Wentworth objected to 
the trailer, saying it was 
unnecessary even though 
free, and a canopy with a 
picnic table would be better. 
It was noted that the 
Department of Labor would 
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require some sort of accom- 
modation for workers, and 
the board decided to leave it 
to the Recycling Committee 
to do what it thinks best. 

The Conservation bids 
were opened from two of 
the previous bidders and 
one new one for survey 
work at the 32-acre site the 
Conservation Commission 
has bought. The original 
two bids for the survey of 
the newly acquired Emmert 
property off Colletts Drive 
were from the Holden Com- 
pany of Bedford at $11,823 
and Cornerstone Associates 
of Chester at $14,600. The 
new Cornerstone bid was 
$13,900 and the bid from 
Holden was $11,323. The 
new bidder, MHF Design of 
Salem, was $14,323. 

Conservation Chairman 
Tim Lovell, after reviewing 
the bids, said his committee 
is tabling a decision until 
they can go to the Planning 
Board and see if the re- 
quired components can be 
revised, reducing the 
amount of detail required in 



the survey. He said he was 
prepared to have his com- 
mittee assume many of the 
manual labor tasks, such as 
putting out stakes. He said 
the cost of the survey as set 
out by the present Request 
For Proposals requirements 
is too high for what is need- 
ed. 

The board approved 
encumbering funds for the 
Recycling Committee - 
$1,400 to pay all or part of 
the bill from Kingston for 
the Hazardous Waste Day 
held in October. The His- 
toric District Heritage Com- 
mission asked for two 
encumbered funds - $550 
for work to be done to the 
front doors of the Old Meet- 
ing House and $2,200 for 
work to save the columns 
on the front of the Hamp- 
stead Historical Museum. 
The board approved both 
requests. 

In other business, John 
Kelley was appointed as a 
new member of the Historic 
District Heritage Commis- 
sion.

Assistant Superinten- 
dent Winfried Feneberg 
expressed pleasure at the 
board's change of heart on 
the job but said he wouldn't 
want to be "locked in" with 
not providing benefits. He 
said it would work to look 
to fill the position as part 
time, not to exceed 32 
hours. 

Feneberg said the loss of 
the assistant principal at 
Central has been detrimen- 
tal and filling it with a part- 
time position was a much 
more reasonable way to go 
than trying to stretch Har- 
rington between both 
schools. 

Dimando made the mo- 
tion and the board agreed 
that Feneberg could start 
the process of seeking a 
part-time assistant principal 
for the coming year. Har- 
rington and HMS Principal 
Patti Grassbaugh both 
thanked the board for ap- 
proving the part time assis- 
tant principal position. 

A discussion over wheth- 
er to postpone the Media 
Generalist position fol- 
lowed. Board member Nat- 
ahe Gallo has been opposed 



to hiring for that job, saying 
the para-professionals and 
librarians are more than 
competent and the position 
is not needed. It was point- 
ed out that a para-profes- 
sional working currently in 
the Middle School library 
should be a certified as a 
Media Generahst by early 
2013. Board member Jim 
Stewart said it would be 
appropriate to promote 
from within. 

Stewart then said that 
despite his questioning of 
the 2.5 percent salary in- 
crease for administrators at 
a previous budget work- 
shop, he now accepted that 
line item. 

Budget Committee Chair- 
man Bob O'Brien checked on 
several Unes that the board 
had questioned previously 
and got responses as to what 
the increases resulted from 
and thanked the board for its 
help. 

Two residents spoke 
during the Public Comment 
period. Ken Blaszka told the 
board he is concerned be- 
cause he sees its actions in 
cutting the budget as "los- 
ing value in this town," and 
in his opinion, "What's hap- 
pening with the assistant 
principal position is a 



microcosm of what's hap- 
pening in our schools." 

He said the board has 
not taken the long view 
when it cuts items from the 
budget and has not 
addressed the question of 
when the schools would see 
those items return. He fin- 
ished his remarks by saying 
he was glad the board had 
approved the part-time 
assistant principal position 
but added, "a full-time posi- 
tion is what is needed." 

Owen McGarrahan told 
the board its budget-cutting 
mentahty is "detrimental to 
the schools and the stu- 
dents," and he objected to 
the board using the eco- 



nomic climate as an excuse. 
He caUed the Hampstead 
schools a "tremendous 
asset" and said, "people live 
here because of the school 
system." 

McGarrahan questioned 
whether the board is repre- 
senting all taxpayers when 
there is a constant reference 
to the town's being in dire 
straits, and he urged the 
board to "focus on the chil- 
dren" and on ensuring a 
quahty education. 

Stewart responded by 
saying he worked at repre- 
senting all residents and on 
focusing on the children, 
but would not give in to 
"bulhes that get up on the 



microphone and then we 
get screamed at." 

Gallo, however, suggest- 
ed the board should work at 
being more congenial and 
getting rid of anger. 

School District Business 
Manager George Stokinger 
told the board he is estimat- 
ing the next year's unas- 
signed balance would be 
$1,050,000. He said state 
adequacy funding is down 
and federal funding is 
reduced, but the budget 
bottom line before the 
adjustments from that 
evening's decisions was 



$23,834,341, an increase of 
1.21 percent. 

Feneberg told the board 
the space needs study it 
requested related to the 
Breadloaf Phase 1 construc- 
tion proposal for improve- 
ments at both schools 
would be ready by January 
and would take three or 
four months to complete. 

The board also noted 
that HSPA (Hampstead Sup- 
port Personnel Association) 
members had ratified a pro- 
posed contract and voted to 
approve it, but details were 
not released.
